AU«EOil Startling Charged Brought by tile 


Republican! Acalnut Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Feb. 24.—Before tho 


senate committee investigating tho alleged 
bulldozing in Texas or-Governor Ireland 
testified Wednesday that sinco tho passage 
of tbo reconstruction laws there has been 
moro or loss disturbance in Washington 
connty; county revenues htd been wasted 
or stolon until within tbe last two or three 
years; tho methods resorted to finally be- 
came so revolting to tho better portion of 
tho Republican party that a People'* party 
was formed. Ho said the charge in tha me- 
morial that ho, as tho chief executive, had 
refused to protect tho memorialists was un- 
true. He had never been asked to protect 
them. Tho negroes of Texas wero docile 
when left to themselves. Thoy were not in- 
terfered with by the Democrats, and wore al- 
lowed to vote and do voto as thoy please, as 
long as they lot society 'alone. Tho white 
leaders of the negroes told thorn that tho 
Cleveland administration was responsible 
for tho earthquakes, for the drought, and for 
the fact that cotton brought but 7 cents por 
pound. 


On cross-examination ho admitted that bo 


had not been in Washington county over 
twonty-four hours in ten yoars. He only 
knew of tho revenues boing wasted by hear- 
say; could instance only ono defalcation 
during tho twenty years of Republican con- 
trol Judge Roctor had said to him that tho 
offering of the reword for tho discovery of 
the lyncbors ot tho throe negroes would stop 
the Republican party in tbo north from 
preaching against the south,

Smith, ol tho senato, 


clairaod the oEncS'nnddouiod Robertson the 
right to cxorolso'tho functions, and tho cir- 
cuit court issued a restraining order, and on 
this tho caao wont to tho supreme court. Tho 
lattor Wednesday reversed tho decision, bo- 
ing unanimous in tho viow that tho court 
had no jurisdiction of Robertson's person, 
and could not, therefore, issuo an Injunction. 
As to tho subject matter, thrco judges hold 
that tho court had no jurisdiction, and that 
a contest involving tho right to oxorciao tho 
functions of a state ofllco can bo determined 
only by tho legislature in tho manner pro- 
vidodtorin tho constitution. 
Two of tho 


Judges hold that thoro was no vacancy in tlio 
office such as could bo flllod by;an oloction. 
Tho efloct of this opinion has been to reopen 
tho case beforo tho legislature, and thoro is 
every probability that tho senate will still 
retain Smith in tho chair, and that the 
Republican members will absent thomsslvos, 
and thus break tho constitutional majority. 
Tho houso Wednesday afternoon passed a 
resolution declaring that it would not rc- 
cognizo tho senato or tvny of its nets unless 
Robertson was admitted to his seat as pres- 
iding oiEcor. 


An oiciling scono took place in tho senate 


Wednesday afternoon and reminded tho ob- 
server of tho earlier days of tho session. 
Senator Demotto ascended to the president's 
desk and informed Smith of tho court's deci- 
sion and tho fact that Robertson would make 
formal demand for the position ot president 
of tho body. At tho samo tiino ho handed 
Smith tho certificate of oloction issued to 
Robertson, 


"Take that paper back to tho man that 


wrote it and tell him to go to 
," said 


Smith angrily. 


''But you can't afford to do that," expostu- 


lated Domotte. 


"Yes, I can; I can afford to do anything," 


taid Smith. 


"Thoro are eighteen senators in this hall 


who will not stand such treatment," was the 
reply. 


"By 
! I'll make thoro stand it," said 


Smith, and Demotto loft the desk. By this 
time it had become noised abroad that Rob- 
ertson would demand hia scat, and hundreds 
ot persons began to crowd into the galleries 
and hall of tho senato, but many wore turned 
away. Snnator Huston entered with a paper 
in his hand, nnd us ho tool; hia seat Senator 
Fowler moved to adjourn. 
Huston de- 


manded the floor on a question ot priviloxo, 
but whilo ho was still talking tho motion 
was put nnd declared carried.

Huston became enraged and declared tho 
Democrats worts aCraid to meot tho question 
baforo them, and I; ad adjournod through 
cowardice.

smaller municipalities; tho government to 
lend at: per cent, tho states at 2 por cent,, 
and tho counties at a por cent 


Crocker, of ICansas, then made a- plea for 


tho Oklahoma "boomers." Ho characterized 
tho soldiers who have boon arresting would- 
bo settlors in tho territory as a "military 
mob," declared that tho cattle mon. had pos- 
session of tho land, and presented a resolu- 
tion demanding tho passage by congress o£ 
tho ponding Oklahoma bill, and that if tho 
bill is not passed tho president convcno an 
extra session to pass it.

be issued directly to tho people without the 
intervention ot banks, or loaned to citi:ans.

and enablo thorn to control • tho mouej-sup- 
ply. Postal savingsibanla should bj estab- 
lished. "While ive have treat coinage ot gold, 
wo should havo free coinage ot silver. \Ve 
demand tho prompt payment of tno national 
rtobt aud condemn tbe further issuance o( in- 
torost-baaring bonds, wither by tbo national 
government or by states, territories, counties 
or municipalities.

of education, which should bo secured to ull 
by proper legislation.

At Nice houses rocked, walls cracked, and

From a scene of festivity and mirth there 
was an awful change to [ono of fright and 
panic. People rushed hither and thither to 
got out ol the reach of tho buildings which 
they expected to crumble and bury them. 
There was no ono hurt, however, as tho 
shocks wero not sufficiently strong to wreck 
any ut tho houses, except a few of tho most 
frai]. Tho tourists immediately made a rush 
for their hotels and packed up and took the 
first trains from tho apparently doomed city.

hould own and control such works, or 
whether a foreign company, not^in 'sym- 
pathy with, and in no way Responsible to 
them, but ooutrawiee, hostile to their in- 
dividual interests, antagonistic to those 
of the city, and actuated by motives 
purely selfish, should own or 'control 
such works. For tho purpose of such 
comparison I hare selected the water 
rates charged for similar domestic sup- 
ply in five cities—three of which, viz:
